Three Nuns Doomed 
To “Living Death” Aid 
Victims Of Leprosy 


Rome.——Sister Modesta Ravassa of 
the Daughters of Mary Help of Chris- 
tians, on whom the Italian Govern- 
ment has conferred a silver medal in 
recognition of her thirty years’ labor 
among lepers at the South American 
colony at Contractacion, has been 
‘afflicted with this dread disease since 
1906. This seems to be in fulfillment 
of a wish expressed by the young Sis- 
ter when she began her work among 
the lepers. 

“I wish to pass my whole life 
among these unhappy ones,” Sister 
Modesta said, “and if one day I must 
fall a victim to the terrible leprosy, I 
pray God to leave my hands untouched 
so that Iemay continue my work, and 
my face so that I may not inspire dis- 
gust. In this way I could dedicate 
myself to the care of lepers without 
the restriction of having to take pre- 
cautions, and I could care for them 
without causing in my fellow nuns the 
repugnance which, although ovcrcome 
by virtue, nevertheless requires the 
strongest endurance.” 

Sister Modesta has worked princi- 
pally among the girls of the leper 
colony and when, in 1906, disease 
caused her to separate from her Euro- 
‘pean companions, she went to live 
among Indian lepers who had taken 
ithe veil. For ten years she was the 
only white woman in the community, 
but in 1916 she was joined by her for- 
mer superior, Sister Teresa Roth; and 
a few years later by a nurse, Sister 
Barbero. who had contract- 
ed leprosy after twenty years in the 
colony. 

The three nuns know that they are 
condemned to a living death, but they 
are full of life and their lightness of 
‘heart inspires other sufferers.
